Prologue 


Man changes, has changed, and will change 
throughout many years, and evidently, we as beings of this Earth have 
reformed physically, mentally, ideologically, politically, and socially. 
What we have concluded is that, throughout the ages, government and 
the formation of political systems contrary to the one we abide by is 
simply human nature. Human nature is what we as beings naturally may 
become through aspects such as outer social influences, experiences such 
as events, and the beliefs in religions or faiths that influence politics. 

To sum this up, revolution is the inevitable policy in the 
mentality of any political group’s opposition. Rather than leave this off 
abruptly, allow me to explain.

The Economy

Ideologies

The taxpayer would be paying for people to go to school for things that 
may not contribute to our society, economy, or society's progression.
